$500. They require a GPA of 2.5 or 
above and will be given to someone 
who, by choice of activities and 
studies, has demostrated commit- 
tment to the ideals of Dorothy Day 
or Dr. Martin Luther King. 

A selection committee will deter- 
mine the recipients who will be self- 
nominated or nominated by a 
member of the Clarke Community.

The success of these scholarships 
depends upon the contribution, said 
Norm Freund, professor of 
philosophy at Clarke.

Study in France

Preparations are under way for 
the Clarke College 1984 Summer 
French Study Tour. The trip will in- 
clude five days in Paris visiting the 
“City of Lights,” followed by four 
weeks of classes at the Cours Inten- 
sif de Francais of the University of 
Montpellier. The tour will conclude 
with eleven days of sight-seeing and 
shopping in Paris. 

By attending the four weeks of 
classes, it is possible to earn up to 
six credit hours from Clarke. 
Weekend activities while in school 
include excursions to Nimes, Arles, 
Avignon, and Carcassone. Besides 
classes, students will take trips to 
the Mediterranean beach three 
times a week. 

Jacqueline Winders, head of the 
French Department, is organizing 
the tour and emphasized that to ob- 
tain class credit, it is not necessary 
to have a strong background in 
French. “‘It-is important to note that 
the courses are offered to beginners, 
as well as to iritermediate and ad- 
vanced students. Students enrolling 
are given a placement test, the 
result of which determines which 
section they are to attend.” 

The fee for the tour is $2300. This is 
to include transportation, lodging, 
tuition, meals, and weekend excur- 
sions, 

At present, five or six students are 
tentatively committed. The tour, 
which has been a biennial affair, 
since 1976, is also offered to students 
outside the Clarke community. The 
deadline to sign up is April 1 and the 
departure date from Chicago is June
